J.  Erskinc  Love,  Jr.,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  semi- 
nary, has  announced  the  commitment 
of  members  of  the  board  to  match 
alumni  contributions  on  a  dollar  for 
dollar  basis  up  to  $10,000  during  this 
year. 

The  money  realized  will  go  to  help 
offset  the  gap  between  tuition  charg- 
ed students  and  actual  money  spent 
on  the  academic  program  of  the 
seminary,  including  library  support. 
Even  though  students  are  charged 
$840  tuition  for  the  year,  the  total 
expected  for  this  academic  year,  in- 
cluding summer  school  and  Doctor 
of  Ministry  fees  will  be  $126,400. 
Added  to  this  is  the  $20,000  expect- 
ed from  the  Columbia  Friendship 
Circle's  direct  support  to  the  Super- 
vised Ministry  program  for  a  total  of 
$146,400. 

The  total  academic  expense  of  the 
seminary  including  the  library  is 
$375,214.  This  means  this  year  there 
is  an  academic  subsidy  to  students 
totaling  $228,814. 

This  vote  of  confidence  by  the 
board  m  the  teaching  program  of  the 
seminary  and  their  belief  that  past 
graduates  who  had  also  received  ac- 
ademic subsidies  will  match  their 
confidence  i;>  most  gratifying.  The 
heart  and  soul  of  Columbia  is  people: 
people  who,  as  students  and  faculty 
and  graduates  have  worked  and  wor- 
shiped together.  This,  then,  is  a  peo- 
ple challenge  designed  to  strengthen 
Columbia's  heart  and  soul  by  those 
who  were  here  for  those  who  are 
here.

There"s  a  new  name  for  this  famil- 
iar publication,  and  I  hope  you  no- 
ticed it  and  even  wondered  why  we'd 
changed.

Through  them  we 
seek  the  mind  of  Christ  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  mission  of  his  church  in 
the  world  of  today  and  tomorrow.

Count  them  blessings  or  bonuses, 
but  it  was  the  unexpected  which  hap- 
pened in  a  more  or  less  glorious  way 
to  students  who  trecked  out  of  Co- 
lumbia this  summer  to  the  parishes 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Consider,  please,  the  greening  of 
one  Don  dinger,  the  bon  vivant  and 
confirmed  loner  of  the  middle  class. 
Don  trouped  up  to  Fort  Mil!,  S.C.,  to 
labor  at  Unity  Presbyterian  Church 
under  the  direction  of  Minister  Roy 
E.  Watkins.  Pastor  Watkins  was  dil- 
igent in  his  instruction  and  nurture, 
but  Don  got  zapped,  his  head  turned, 
by  the  charms  of  Miss  Mariana  Kin- 


ard,  a  teacher,  and  so  the  summer 
saga  ends  with  boy  and  girl  planning 
a  wedding  and  a  permanent  move 
into  the  parish  upon  Don's  gradua- 
tion. 

Don  was  among  42  students  dis- 
patched by  Prof.  Jap  Keith,  di- 
rector of  supervised  ministry,  to 
parishes  and  clinical  jobs  throughout 
the  South.  And  if  all  were  kept  busy 
in  ministerial  duties,  then  the  super- 
visor had  a  traveling  summer  visiting 
everyone  plus  plowing  through  week- 
ly progress  reports  from  each  student. 

Leslie  Young  confided  last  spring 
that  she  had  some  mental  reserva- 
tions of  how  people  would  accept  a 
woman  in  a  position  of  church  leader- 
ship. After  10  weeks  at  Trinity 
Church  in  Clearwater,  Fla.,  her  con- 
cerns have  melted  and  been  welded 
into  firm  commitment  to  her  task. 

"People  accepted  me,  it's  as  plain 
as  that,"  Leslie  said.  "There  was  no 
problem  of  my  being  a  woman." 

Homer  Kimmons  speaks  with  a 
firmer  voice  after  spending  a  tour 
with  the  Rev.  Mills  Peebles  at  the 
First  Church  in  Bennettsville,  S.  C. 
Homer  was  singularly  honored  for 
his  work  by  the  congregation  as  he 
was  about  to  return  to  Columbia. 
"They  helped  me  to  realize  my  worth 
as  a  person  and  as  a  minister,"  Ho- 
mer declared,  "and  Rev.  Peebles  gave 


me  some  assignments  of  great  respon- 
sibility. To  me,  that  trust  reflects  his 
confidence  in  the  education  I  had 
received  at  the  seminary." 

Professor  Keith  visited  all  students 
at  least  once  and  participated  in  a 
lengthy  conference  with  the  student 
and  supervising  pastor.  He  is  now 
reading  the  final  evaluations  from 
both  students  and  supervisors.  The 
reflection  papers  detail  the  summer 
experience  and  how  the  work  in- 
formed the  students'  understanding 
of  the  ministry  as  a  profession. 

To  the  ministers  and  churches  who 
employed  the  seminarians,  Rev.  Keith 
expressed  sincere  gratitude.  "I  hope 
the  pattern  holds,"  he  said,  "so  that 
every  year  churches  will  feel  the 
willingness  to  call  and  to  assist  in 
the  training  of  God's  ministers."

One  of  the  most  dramatically  ex- 
panding dimensions  of  theological  ed- 
ucation today  goes  under  the  general 
heading  of  "Continuing  Education." 
Seminaries  continue  to  search  for  the 
best  means  of  providing  further  study 
for  men  and  women  engaged  in  min- 
istry without  disrupting  that  ministry 
—  Columbia  is  no  exception. 

Under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Jack  McMichael,  Dean  of  Ministry 
Development,  Columbia  has  in  full 
swing  a  program  for  continuing  ed- 
ucation which  combines  the  two  cru- 
cial elements:  an  adequate  course  of 
study  and  supervised  experience  and 
the  ability  for  the  person  in  the 
program,  even  one  who  lives  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  seminary, 
to  participate  in  the  program  without 
having  to  give  up  the  particular  min- 
istry in  which  that  person  is  involved. 
Following  are  the  requirements  and 
advantages    of  Columbia's  program: 


No  residence  requirement 
Stretching  out  the  program 
Program  requirements  equal  a  year's  full- 
time    work,    but   they   may  be   spread  out 
over  a   four-year   period   to  enable   occa- 
sional or  part-time  study. 
Taking  the  clinical  experience  locally 
Numerous   clinical   programs   with   varied 
emphases    throughout     the     country    are 
available  for  doctoral  study. 
Taking  some  of  the  courses  locally 
Depending    upon    the    program    of    study 
chosen  by  the  minister,  certain  courses  in 
near-by  universities  can   be  taken  for  the 
degree.  Some  guided  reading  courses  with 
seminary  professors  may  also  be  arranged. 
Concentrated  courses 

Both  the  D.  Min.  Core  Seminar  and  other 
appropriate  courses  are  being  offered  for 
longer  periods  on  fewer  days  to  conserve 
time  and  travel.  The  Core  Seminar,  for 
example,  is  completed  in  a  single  quarter 
through  an  all-day  Monday  session. 
A  career-centered  doctoral  project 
The  doctoral  project  emerges  from  and  is 
executed  in  the  present  job  of  the  min- 
ister.
